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Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1944* 


To  the  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Stone  Urban  District  Council* 
Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 


I  beg  to  submit  to  you  ray  report  for  the  year  1944. 

In  spita  of  the  continued  difficulties  of  the  War  the  health 
of  the  community  has  been  very  good.  There  has  been  no  outbreak  of 
influenza.  The  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the 
year  showed  a  sharp  fall  on  the  1943  figures.  There  were  three  oases 
of  diphtheria  only  during  the  year  in  none  of  which  had  immunisation 
been  carried  out.  The  immunisation  for  diphtheria  is  being 
conducted  satisfactorily*  The  birth  rate  increased  sharply  on  the 
1943  rate,  and  the  question  of  maternity  home  facilities  have  been 
considered. 

The  Sewage  Works,  apart  from  the  difficulty  which  has  been 
experienced  in  drying  the  sludge,  are  working  satisfactorily. 

Proposals  are  on  foot  for  the  construction  of  a  sludge  digestion  tank 
and  additional  sludge  beds  in  order  to  expedite  the  drying  of  sludge 
and  thereby  overcome  the  difficulty  in  question. 

With  regard  to  the  water  supply,  whilst  it  has  been  suggested, 
there  is  some  falling  off  in  the  supply  of  water  in  the  borehole  at 
the  pumping  station  there  has  been  no  actual  difficulty  in  providing 
for  all  requirements. 

In  common  with  other  places  Stone  is  suffering  from  the 
lack  of  adequate  housing  accommodation,  v/hich  is  aggravated  by  the 
fact  that  the  Council  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  the  release  of 
their  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  from  his  appointment  under  the 
Air  Ministry.  His  prolonged  absence  has  prevented  much  preliminary 
work  being  carried  out  and  will  involve  delay  in  the  erection  of  the 
required  new  houses,. 

X  am  indebted  to  Mr  Matthews  and  to  the  office  staff  for  their 
kind  assistance  and  help  to  me  during  the  year.
